Extracts from Ac Books. 


JOHN STOW, THE ANNALIST. 


From “ The Puritans; or, the Church, Court, and Parliament of Eng- 
land, during the Reigns of Edward VI. and Queen Elizabeth.” 


In these times of secret plots and secret missions, when not only the 
Privy Council and the Queen’s Ecclesiastical Commissioners, but the 
common people, Clhurchmen and Puritans alike, were on the watch for 
lurking Papalins, there was an odd sort of man in London whose name 
is well known even in this day by the students of Elizabethan history. 
He was a quiet man, chiefly anxious, as are all true men, that it might 
be written of him in heaven, if not on earth, “ He fulfilled his course,” 
He was a tailor, plying his task with some diligence and due skill; 
‘“‘ odd,” because, being a tailor, he was a book-worm, busying himself as 
much or more with the musty records of generations dead, as with the 
gay apparel of the generation living; “quiet,” for, although a few times 
he was the occasion of some commotion in the state, it was not his fault. 
Nor was it now his fault that her Majesty’s Privy Council, and her Ec- 
clesiastical Commissioners, and my Lord of Canterbury, and my Lord 
Bishop of London, and some lesser folks, were all agog about him. On 
the 21st of February, 1568-’9, there happened a lull of business in his 
shop, of which he took advantage to exchange the counting-room for 
the stuly, and shears for books. The study was a curiosity-shop; for, 
besides poring over old books, the good man had a passion for natural 
history, botany, anatomy, surgery, pharmacy, and (I ween) a leaning to 
astrology and alchemy. There were skulls and cross-bones fixed upon 
the wall; there was the stuffed skin of a snake hanging beside them; 
there were queer reptiles drowned in vials of aqua-vitw, bunches of 
dried grasses and herbs, and a regiment of bugs, beetles, butterflies, 
and dragon-flies. On the opposite side of the room was a large oaken 
press filled with books, old and young; some printed, folded, and bound, 
some in manuscript rolls of parchment or paper. Here were pestle and 
mortar; there, a pair of small scales; in a corner, a crucible; and on a 
table, a parchment scroll, with pen, ink, and paper, The master of the 
premises was in the act of impaling a beetle in his jacket of purple and 
gold, when he was startled by a stealthy step at the door, which was in- 
stantly and radely thrust open. He turned pale; the Philistines were 
upon him. Foremost stood a stranger wearing the queen’s badge; and 
behind him, two men in square caps and side-gowns, and a fourth, in the 
robe of a clerk, with inkhorn and tablets. 

* John Stow ?” inquired the pursuivant. 

There was a choking sensation in the tailor’s throat, and he could 
return only a timorous gesture, which said, being interpreted,—* John 
Stow, culprit.” 

“ Queen’s warrant! ” said the other, drawing a paper from his doub- 
let. “Odd zooks! my masters,” as he moved aside for their en.rance, 
“I make no marvel ye be insuspect. A Papalin! A Papalin!” 

John Stow, culprit, was a little comforted whep, as the clergymen 
passed the pursuivant, who stood sentinel in the doorway, he recognized 
Doctor Wattes, Archdeacon of London and a chaplain of Bishop Grin- 
dal, and Master Williams, a divine of the city. The other, whom he did 
not know, was Bedle, clerk of the Queen’s Ecclesiastical Commissioners, 

“Goodman Stow,” said the Archdeacon, with some courtesy but 
more solemnity, “it hath been bruited to the Lords of the Council that 
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you heed not the Queen’s Majesty's proclamation touching such books 
as be dangerous to her and her government. We are commanded to 
make search here, and seize all such traitorous books that may be found. 
Master Bedle, we will proceed.” 

It were tedious to narrate the proceeding. It is enough to state that 
the sanctuary of John Stow was effectually rammaged; that by some 
things they saw, the gentlemen were puzzled ; of some, ludicrously shy ; 
and at some, they solemnly shook their heads for having such a black- 
art look. But books were the great object of their inquisition. In vain 
did the tailor tell them that he was making a chronicle of the historical 
antiquities of London aad England; that there were his rough manu- 
scripts on the table; that the printed books and written rolls were his 
authorities, his raw materials; that he had never had, and never should 
have, anything to do with treason; that he was working purely for the 
good of posterity, etc., etc. They shook their heads again, and said, 
they knew that he pretended so; and asked him significantly, “ What 
this book and that book—as full of Papistry as an egg of meat, just 

rinted over the sea, too—had to do with the historical antiquities of 
ck or the good of posterity!” And when he said that “ Papistry 
had much concerned generations past, and would concern those to come, 
and that new-printed books had old stories,—as his would have if they 
would only let him finish and print it,”--they only pursed up their 
lips and looked solemn again. ‘ There was Papistry enough there, that 
was certain.” 

Mr. Strype says, that they not only took a large inventory, but 
perused all his books the same day ;” which last may be doubted, for at 
this time “ his library abounded with books,” and had of “ unlawful” 
ones no less than forty. At least, the report which they made to the 
Bishop of London was dated on the 24th,—not till three days after. In 
this report, they said, that ‘the man had a great sort of foolish, fabu- 
lous books of old print, and great parcel of old written English chron- 
icles, both in parchment and in paper, some long, some short; that he 
had besides, as it were miscellanea of divers sorts, both touching physic, 
surgery, and herbs, with medicines of experience: also old fantastical 
Popish books, printed in the old time, with many such, al] written in 
old English, in parchment; that these they omitted making any inven- 
tory of ; but that of another sort they did, viz. of such books as had 
been lately set forth in the realm, or beyond sea, in defence of Papistry, 
with a note of some of his own devices and writings touching such mat- 
ter as he had gathered for chronicles, whereabout he seemed to them to 
have bestowed much travail. His books,” they said, in conclusion, “ de- 
clared him to be a great Fautor of Papistry.” 

What was done with this great Fautor of Papistry, or with his “ foolish 
books,” does not appear; but it is certain that he and they were spared 
from execution; else “The Annals of England,” and * The Survey of 
London,” would never have been given to posterity. Probably the 
Chancellors of the Universities—Cecil and Leicester-—understood better 
than the Archbishop how an historian might use Papistical books, and 
yet be a right loyal Protestant and true. 


THE FOURTH CENTURY. 


From “ The Eighteen Christian Centuries.” 


Names that have retained their sound and established themselves as 
household words in Europe now meet us at every turn. Valentinian is 
engaged in resisting the Saxons. The Britons, the Scots, the Germans, 
are pushing their claims to independence; and in the farther East, the 
persecutions and tyranny of the contemptible Valens are suddenly sus- 
pended by the news that aypeople hitherto unheard of had made their 
appearance within an easy march of the boundary, and that universal 
terror had taken possession of the soldiers of the empire. Who were 
those soldiers? We have seen for many years that the policy of the 
emperors had been to introduce the barbarians into the military service 
of the State, and to expose the wasted and helpless inhabitants to the 
rapacity of their tax-gatherers. This system had been carried to such a 
pitch, that it is probable there were none but mercenaries of the most 
varying interests in the Roman ranks. Yet such is the effect of disci- 
pline, and the pride of military combination, that all other feelings gave 
way before it. The Gothic chief, now invested with command in the 
Roman armies, turned his arms against his countrymen. The Albanian, 
the Saxon, the Briton, elevated to the rank of duke or count, looked 
back on Marius and Cesar as their lineal predecessors in opposing and 
canquering the enemies of Rome. The names of the generals and magis- 
trates, accordingly, Which we encounter after this date, have a strangely 
barbaric sound, There are Ricimer, and Marcomir, and Arbogast—and 
finally, the name which overtopped and outlived them all, the name of 
Alaric the Goth. Now, the Goths, we have seen, had Leen settled for 
many generations on the northern side of the Danube. Much inter- 

course must have taken place between the inhabitants of the two banks. 





There must have been trade, and love, and quarrellings, and rejoicings, 
At shorter and shorter intervals the bravest of the tribes must have 
passed over into the Roman territory and joined the Legions. Occasional- 
ly, atimid or despoticemperor would suddenly order his armies across, and 
carry fire and sword into the unsuspecting country. But on the whole, 
the terms on which they lived were not hostile, for the ties which united 
the two peoples were numerous and strong. Ever the languages in the 
course of time must have come to be mutually intelligible, and we read 
of Gothic leaders who were excellent judges of Homer and seldom travel- 
led without a few chosen books. This being the case, what was the 
consternation of the almost civilized Goths in the fertile levels of the 
present Wallachia and Moldavia to hear that an innumerable horde of 
dreadful savages, calling themselves Huns and Magyars, had appeared on 
the western shore of the Black Sea, and spread over the land, destroy- 
ing, murdering, burning whatever lay in their way! Cooped up for an 
unknown period, it appeared, on the northeastern side of the Palus 
Mceotis, now better known to us as the Sea of Azof—living on fish out 
the Don, and on the cattle of the long steppes which extend across the 
Volga, these sons of the Scythian desert had never been heard of either 
by the Goths or Romans. A hideous people to behold, as the perverted 
imagination of the poet or painter could produce. They were low in 
stature, but broad-shouldered and strong. Their wide cheek-bones and 
small eyes gave them a savage and cruel expression, which was increased 
by their want of nose, for the only visible appearanco of that indispen- 
sable organ consisted of two holes sunk into the square expanse of their 
faces. Fear is not a flattering painter, but from these rude descriptions 
it is easy to recognize the Calmuck countenance; and when we add 
their stall horses, long spears, and prodigious lightness and activity, we 
shall see a very close resemblance between them and their successors in 
the same district, the Russian Cossacks of the Don. On, on, came the 
torrent of these pitiless, fearless, ugly, dirty, irresistible foes. The Goths, ’ 
terrified at their aspect, and bewildered with the accounts they heard of 
their numbers and mode of warfare, petitioned the emperor to give them 
an asylum on the Roman side. Their prayer was granted on condition 
of depositing their children and arms in Roman hands. They had no 
time to squabble about terms. Every thing was agreed to. Boats man- 
ned by Roman soldiers were busy day and night in transporting the 
Gothic exiles to the Roman side. Arms and jewels, and wives and chil- 
drea, the furniture of their tents, and idols of their gods, all got safely 
across the guarding river. Tho Huns, the Alans, and the other unsight- 
ly hordes who had gathered in the pursuit, came down to the bank, and 
shouted useless defiance and threats of vengeance. The broad Danube 
rolled between ; and there rested that night on the Roman soil a whole 
nation, different in interest, in manners and religion, from the population 
they had joined, numbering upwards of a million souls, bound together 
by everything that constitutes the unity of a people. The avarice and 
injustice of the Roman authorities negatived the clause of agreement that 
stipulated for the surrender of the Gothicarms. To redeem their swords 
and spears, they parted with the silver and gold they had amassed in 
their predatory incursions on the Roman territory. They knew that 
once in possession of their weapons they could soon reclaim all they 
gave—and in no long time the attempt was made. Fritigern, the leader 
of their name, led them against the armies of Rome. Insulted at their 
audacity, the Emperor Valens, at the head of three hundred thousand 
men, met them in the plain of Adrianople. The existence of the Gothic 
people was at stake. They fought with desperation and hatred. The 
emperor was defeated, leaving two-thirds of his army on the field of 
battle. Seeking safety in a cottage at the side of the road, he was 
burned by inexorable pursuers, who, gathering up their broken lines, 
marched steadily through the intervening levels, and gazed with enrap- 
tured eyes on the glittering towers and pinnacles of Constantinople 
itself. But the walls were high and strongly armed. The barbarians 














were inveigled into a negotiation, and mastered by the unequal powers 
of lying, at all times characteristic of the Greeks. Fritigern consented 
to withdraw his troops: some were embodied in the levies of the em- 
pire, and others dispersed in different provinces. Those settled in 
Thrace were faithful to their employers, and resisted their ancient ene- 
mies the Huns; but the great body of the discontented conquerors were 





ready for fresh assaults on the Roman land. Theodosius, called to the 
throne in 879, succeded in staving off the evil day; but when the final 
partition of the empire took place between his two son—Honorius and 
Arcadius—there was nothing to oppose the terrible onset of the Goths, 
At their head was Alaric, the descendant of their original chiefs, and 
himself the bravest of his warriors. He broke into Greece, forcing his 
way through Thermopyla, and devastated the native seats of poetry 
and the arts with fire and sword. The ruler at Constantinople heard of 
his advance with terror, and opposed to him the Vandal Stilicho, the 
greatest of his generals. But the wily Alaric declined to fight, and out- 
manceuvred his enemies, escaping to the sure fastnesses of Epirus, and 
sat down sullen and discontented, meditating further expeditions into 
richer plains, and already seeing before him the prostrate cities of Italy. 
The terror of Arcadius tried to vain to soften his rage, or satisfy his 








ambition with vain titles, among others, that of Count of the Illyrian 
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Border, The spirit of aggresson was fairly aroused, All the Gothic 
settlers in the Roman territory were ready to join their countrymen 
in one great combined attack ;—and with this position of the personages 
of the drama, the curtain falls on the fourth century, while prepara- 
tions for the great catastrophe are going on.

Seminary, Princeton, N. J. 


Parry & McoMiran have got out “ An Inquiry into the Formation of 
Washington's Address.” The author, Horace Binney, observes: “ The writer's 
aim in this essay, has been certainty in the facts, and accuracy in his dedue- 
tions from them. He hag therefore scrupulously endeavored to avoid embel- 
lishment in either of these respects, while he has been regardless of it in any 
other. He hopes that the result will give equal relief to the friends of 
Washington and to the friends of Hamilton, who for the most part were the 
same persons while the objects of their regard were living, some appear- 
ances to the contrary notwithstanding. It cannot be denied that there have 
been since, as there were in the previous dayfseveral appearances which 
have manifested greater favor to Washington and less to Hamilton, inde- 
pendently of the pre eminent military and patriotic services of the former ; 
and that these appearances still continue, and have been much enlarged; 
but perhaps with this distinction, that Washington is praised more and fol- 
lowed less, while Hamilton is praised less, and, at least in the great mass of 
fiscal, commercial, and judicial principles and arrangements, which he re- 
commended for the Treasury and for the country, is followed more.

Their number will increase, no 
doubt, from day to day, as these great men shall become more thoroughly 
known by their writings, and more impartially compared with others; but 
it is to their friends only, present and to come, that the writer can promise 
himself to supply either facts or deductions in regard to the Farewell Ad- 
dress, that will be of any considerable interest.” Also, “The Eighteen 


Christian Centuries,” by Rev. James White, author of a “ History of France.”

Wittram Veazir has got out a new and elegant edition in three volumes, 
12mo., of Burton’s “ Anatomy of Melancholy.” ‘This is a most desirable and 
opportune publication for every one who desires to obtain at moderate cost, 
and in very handsome style, one of the most famous works in our language. 
Of it is said: “ The work now restored to public notice has had an extraor- 
dinary fate. At the time of its original publication it obtained a great 
celebrity, which continued more than half a century. During that period 
few books were more read, or more deservedly applauded. It was the de- 
light of the learned, the solace of the indoient, and the refuge of the unin- 
formed. It passed through at least eight editions, by which the bookseller, 
as Wood records, got an estate; and, notwithstanding the objection some- 
times opposed against it, of a quaint style, and too great an accumulation of 
authorities, the fascin&tion of its wit, fancy, and sterling sense, have borne 
down all censures, and extorted praise from the first writers in the English 
language. The grave Johnson has praised it in the warmest terms, and the 
ludicrous Sterne has interwoven many parts of it into his own popular per- 
formance.

Change of times, and the frivolity of fashion, suspended, in some 
degree, that fame which had lasted near a century; and the succeeding 
generation affected indifference towards an author, who at length was only 
looked into by the plunderers of literature, the poachers in obscure volumes. 
The plagiarisms of 7ristram Shandy, so successfully brought to light by Dr. 
Ferriar, at length drew the attention of the public towards a writer, who, 
though then little known, might, without impeachment of modesty, lay 
claim to every mark of respect; and inquiry proved, beyond a doubt, that 
the calls of justice had been little attended to by others, as well as the face- 
tious Yorick. Wood observed, more than a century ago, that several authors 
had unmercifully stolen matter from Burton without any acknowledgment. 
The time, however, at length arrived, when the merits of the Anatomy of 
Melancholy were to receive their due praise. The book was again sought for 
and read, and again it became an applauded performance. Its excellences 
once more stood confessed, in the increased price which every copy offered 
for sale produced; and the increased demand pointed out the necessity of a 
new edition. This is now presented to the public in a manner not disgrace- 
ful to the memory of the author; and the publisher relies with confidence, 
that so valuable a repository of amusement and information, will continue to 
hold the rank to which it has been restored, firmly supported by its own 
merit, and safe from the influence and blight of any future caprices of fashion. 
To open its valuable mysteries to those who have not had the advantage of 
a classical education, translations of the countless quotations from ancient 
writers which occur in the work, are now for the first time given, and obso- 
lete orthography is in all instances modernized.” 

W. A. Townsenp & Co. publish two illustrated volumes fur Youth. “‘ Men 
who have Risen: a Book for Boys;” and “ Women of Worth: a Book for 
tirls.” The former contains sketches of many well-known men who have 
achieved eminent positions by means of their own exertions, including George 
Stephenson, Franklin, Hugh Miller, Astor, Linneeus, Smeaton, ete. The latter 
among others has short biographies of Mary and Martha Washington, Char- 
lotte Bronté, Elizabeth Fry, Mrs. Judson, Hannah More and Lady Warwick. 

A. S. Barnes & Burr have got out “The Higher Christian Education,” 
by Benjamin W. Dwight, author of “ Modern Philosophy, its History, Dis- 
coveries and Results.” The author observes: ‘The Author feels that he has 
essayed indeed a great theme. But having in his life, as a Teacher for nearly 
twenty years, sought to realize in practice the ideas here expressed in words, 
the joy of the greater labor has emboldened him to undertake the less. How- 
ever much the statement of the subject may justify itself, on its very an- 
nouncement; and however familiar the combination of ideas contained in it 
ought to be; it is still, strange to say, not only new to the public ear, but 
the class of truths denoted by it remains yet practically undeveloped, as a 
whole, in the world, in any of their larger proportions and relations.

The attempt has 
been, to make the opinions developed thoroughly accord with the fundamen- 
tal principles of our institutions and form of government. The necessity to 
the safety and prosperity of the State, that every child should be educated, 
and that the wealth of the country should pay for this education, has been 
made a prominent feature. There will not be found in this volume a sys- 
tematic treatise for the special guidance of the teacher, but those motives and 
incentives to preparation, which may serve to awaken inquiry and stimulate 
thought. In the hope that it may contribute to the development of our 
noble school system, it is submitted to the public.”

MS. Collections of various Societies, Families and Private Individuals ; 
Newspapers, Graveyards, ete., ete. In short, no pains have been spared to 
render it, in every respect, a full, complete and reliable history of this 
ancient town, and a photograph, so to speak, of the times, manners and lives 
of our ancestors. The Genealogical portion comprises the genealogies of all 
the families within the limits of Ancient Windsor, priog to 1800. These are, 
as far as possible, arranged and elaborated, and in each case every item is 
preserved which is found upon the ancient record. Carefujly prepared biog- 
raphies also add iv the interest of this department of the work. It thus forms 
an invaluable magazine of reference to the historian and genealogist. _Wind- 
sor, settled in 1635, may be justly considered as ove of the mother towns of 
Connecticut, and in that State, as well as throughout the Union, are numbers 
of individuals, families, and towns even, who have descended from her. The 
records of Ancient Windsor, therefore, possess a more than local interest and

The diseases of the teeth, and of the parts subservient to them, 
together with the coincident maladies, have been treated of, so far as may 
be, in the natural order of their occurrence, and the structure and develop- 
ment of the tissues involved have been to some extent described before en- 
tering upon the diseases to which they are respectively liable.” Also, “ A

profession seemed to require, for the department of operative dentistry, a 
work that should contain all that is known in this branch of the science. 
To answer that requirement, the author of the present work has aimed to 
furnish, in as compact a form as possible, the principles of the science, pro- 
perly digested, the experiments detailed, and the whole methodized and thus 
made available to the student and the practitioner.
